you are fortunate enough to own an 
automobile you undoubtedly receive 
the warning issued by the commis­ 
sioners of public vehicles W ith each 
now hcens" plate issued this year by 
m any 
’ate;-, warning is made oi 
the danger of running the motor < f 
automobile in a closed garage 
When carb« n monoxide gas is in­ 
haled it «onibinc.s w ith the blood and 
produces serious and oft«*n fatal 
cha nge w i thin the body The poison - 
ous gas is rap:d in its deadly action. 
The victim is overcome before he 
ha a chance to escape 
Im mediate 
and intelligent care is im perative 
and unless energetic measures are 
taken the victim never awakens 
Always open the garage doors r.nd 
windows before starting the engine 
oi your car 
li you w ant to tink«*r 
with the motor do so outdoors, 
it

not possible, attach a hose 
p,pe tightly to the end of the ex­ 
haust pipe and run the hose out- 
ioors In this m anner the poisonous 
uases will b« released outdoors w ith­ 
out danger to you. 
Leaky Gas Pipes a Menace 
Many cases of gas poisoning enn 
be traced to leaks in gas pipes and 
tubing, to gas jets, imperfect flues 
and old stoves. Small le a ^ from gas 
pipes and tubing arc dangerous. 
Even if you do not smell the leaking 
gas, the danger is present 
Tempo­ 
rary patches on gas attachm ents are 
a menace th at m ust not be tolerated. 
Avoid 
burning 
gas 
during 
th 3 
night 
A druit or wind may blow 
out the gas while you are asleep. 
The escaping gas may net be d6- 
tected 
If you use m any gas appliances be 
sure to keep them clean and free 
from soot 
This prevents the escape 
of unnecessary carbon in your home. 
The oon'tant peril from carbon 
monoxide gas is now the subject ot 
an investigation bv New York state. 
This investigation and plans for the 
prevention 01 this danger will un ­ 
doubtedly dim inish the number of 
accidents th at occur each year.
